“Never use ordinary untreat-
ed cotton under a tree and bes
ware of cnmhuallble ornaments,”
he warns,

“Also, look fors thc UL labe!
on your Christmas tree lights,"
he said. The Underwriters Labo:
ratory approved lights are in.
spected for safety of type and
design.

He wirns dgainst using fray-
ed or damaged wiring, and ov-
erloading the eircuits by con-
necting too many; lights to the
same base plug,
